Un- 
doubtedly, polticians are somewhat loth to tackle it as once the question is |. 
opened to close investigation and expert study there is no telling what acute 

differences of opinion may develop throughout’ the country, or what really 
troublesome questions may call for answer and a solution. “It is a case of 
‘ leaving well enough alone no matter how bad that “well enough” may be. 

‘We refer to the very large question of the increasingly apparent need for 
a revision of Canada's constitution as‘ it is laid down in black and white in 
the British North America Act. During more than half a century of un- 
paralled change and progress throughout the world, there has béen practically 
no amendment of any importance to the *Canadian constitution. It still 
Stands as ‘it was written to meet the needs of ene and the future as it could 
be read by-statesmen at that time. . 

The BeN.A.. Act was the product of almost innumerable compromises, and 
unless these. compromises had been effected at that time the Dominion would 
never have been brought into existence. But surely Canada has advanced 
sufficiently, and national sentiment developed to an extent, to warrant the 
hope thatswe have outgrown the need for many of the compromises effected 
to meet the local fonts and jealousies of Provincial units and minorities in 
1867. 

With .one of the heaviest per capita national debts in the wont it is 
essential that Canada should enforce. economies in administration and ex- 
penditure ‘wherever it can be done without impairing the.effeiency of th 
public ‘services: And Where4t is-possible to effect.c es which will a 
only prove economical “bit: add to efficiency in service and admifnistration, 
surely it isthe lidight of folly to neglect them herely because the path to 
reform may be strewn, with difficulty. , 

After all no very great controversial questions need be involyed in a 
consideration of quite a few subjects wherein’ there will be found to lie big 
opportunities for increased efficiency in public services at a very materially 
reduced cost to. the country at. large and relief to the over-burdened taxpayer.

MOTOR LIGHTS : 

Under the caption “Headlights Still Glare,” the Ottawa Citizen 
refers to a condition in which W ‘ght duplicates the capital.” Pro- 
vision has been made in Ontario, as in Alberta, for the regulating 
of Headlights on automobiles. Glare lights are forbidden and the re- 


dimmed in passing e4ch other. These rules are not being observed 
y all motorists. In Wainwright the glare head light is beginning to 
appear*again, This is really an important matter, and it is for the, 
municipalities to enforce the order. When the antiglare legislation’ 
was passed it received the approval of motorists, and it was thought 
that they would co-operate and conform to the law on the subject, { 
but it appéars that not all are observing the requirements. _ It is 
pointed out that even some of the anti-glare reflectors do not remove 
the glare nor reduce the light to necessary proportions, Failure. of 
motorists to dim their headlights wheri passing each other is especial 
ly risky, particulare on country roads where culverts or ditches are 
easily run into. There is also the annoyance that is Caused unneces- 
sarily. In the interests of general safety the law should be followed}. 
It.is a matter between motorists, most of whom are ready to eon 

, with the rules, if only the other fellow will do likewise.

Ocean Level Would be Much Higher 

But for the ‘Weight of Water 

Which Causes Compression 

People often say that water is in- 
compressible; but this is only rela- 
tively, true. 
be considered to be incapable of be- 
ing. pressed into #¢ smaller space, al- 
though it yields under pressure to an | 
exceedingly slight extent. Thus, 
1,000 volumes of water become 999-95 
volumes under an additional pressure 
of one atmosphere (about fifteen 
pounds to the square inch). ‘ 

Small as this quantity is, it pro- 
duces a surprising effect, for as the 
water at the bottom of the sea is 
compressed by the weight of a vary- 
ing depth of water above it—some- 
times as much as six miles—the sur- 
face is lower than it would be if water 
were absolutely incompressible. On 
an average, the level of the surface of 
; the ocean is depressed as much as 116 
feet, and thus about two million 
square miles of land are now uncoy- 
ered* which would otherwise have 
been submerged, if water could’ not 
be squeezed into a smaller space.

Ocean Vessels Would Not Compete 
With Low Charges 

Ottawa.—Resuming his speech on 
the St. Lawrence ship:canal jn the 
Senate, Senator Casgrain declared 
that its construction instead_of cheap- 
ehing rates would increase. them. On 
May 5 the rate on wheat from*Port 
Arthur to. Montreal including all 


, charges, was less than 7 cents per 


bushel, while the average rate per 
bushel from 1910 to 1915 from Port 
Arthur to Liverpool, including all 
‘charges was 10.73 cents. No océan 
vessel would ever enter the great 
lakes and compete with that port. 

A ten-thousand-ton tramp steamer 
costs $800 per-day to operate, and 
it would take fifty days for a return 
voyage from Liverpool to Duluth, or 
a total cost of $40,000. Such a ship 
would carry only two hundred thous- 
and bushels of grain at 11 cents per 
bushel, which would’mean a net loss 
ef $18,000 dollars: Lake carriers 
could handle five hundred thousand 
bushels of grain on an average. They 
could come down with ore and grain 
to the lower lakes. and get a complete 
cargo of coal back.
